THURSDAY, FEBRUARY 27, 2003 — 1000 MST
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 2

CURRENT SITUATION:

Initial attack activity was light nationally, with 23 new fires reported yesterday.

COLUMBIA RESPONSE, Federal Emergency Management Agency. A FEMA Emergency
Operations Center has been established in Lufkin, Texas. Three Type 1 Incident Management
Teams (Lohrey, Martin and McCombs) are assigned in Corsicana, Hemphill and Palestine, Texas.
A Type 2 Incident Management Team (Custer) is assigned in Nacogdoches, Texas. Thirty-five
agencies are cooperating with the search and collection of shuttle materials.

NEWCASTLE, Animal and Plant Health Inspection Service, USDA. State and Federal personnel
have been mobilized in response to the outbreak of the Exotic Newcastle Disease. They are
working in support of the USDA APHIS operation under a Unified Command. Support operations
are being conducted in Arizona, California, Maryland and Nevada.

NORTHERN CALIFORNIA AREA LARGE FIRES:

PANAU IKI, Hawaii Volcanoes National Park. This fire, 30 miles southwest of Hilo, HI is burning in
grass and brush. Smoldering duff and isolated burning of heavy fuels were observed yesterday. A
ten acre burnout operation is planned for today if conditions allow. Crews continue to be hampered
by volcanic smog (VOG), which is being influenced by northeast tradewinds.
